what protection does the Gold 
Standard afford against a needy 
Government, which can abandon it 
whenever it chooses? We have 
seen too many instances in recent 


spreads from country to country | years to have any illusions on this 


so Jong as debts have to be paid: in 
a steadily appreciating. medium. 
The present distress is an acute 
manifestation of this process; and 
the quegtion is inevitably asked 
whether gold'is for ever to remain 
the standard of money value, how: 
ever well or fli It is made to work. 

Obviously the most rational 
answer to this question would 
seem to be that, if the Gold Stan- 
dard cannot work without depress- 
ing and even ruining trade, the 
proper course must be to seek an- 
other and better one. 1am afraid, 
however, that the financial au- 
thorities of the world, with their 
deep-rooted traditions. and long: 
established practice, will not be 
easily moved to consider the ques- 
tion on its merits, There is still 
a profound conviction that the 
Gold Standard ia the firmest basis 
for sound money, the surest protec: 
tion against inflation, the best safe- 
guard from political interference 
with national currencies by needy 
Governments. 

Quality of “Sound Money.” 

If the operation of the Gold 
Standard were properly controlled, 
this conviction might be well 
founded, but as matters stand 
there is little or no justification for 
it, The claim that it provides pro- 
tection against inflation is demon- 
strably false, for. in less than 
twenty years before the war the 
world price level rose by roughly 
40 per cent.,a marked example of 
inflation even with the Gold Stan- 
dard: in full operation. Again,

point, The Gold Standard may 
have'a protective quality when the 
sky is clear and there are no 
financial storms, but in times of 
pert] and stress the protection 
vanishes. 


Further, what is meant by the 
claim that the Gold Standard en- 
sures the presevration of “sound 
money?” For my own part I am 
unable to attach any meaning to 
the phrase except that, a “sound” 
unit of currency would always be 
of the same value measured in the 
aggregate of the things on which 
our money is spent. If the Gold 
Standard achieved this result It 
would need no further justification 
—stability of value is what we 
need, and is the true quality of 
“sound money.” The benefits are 
obvious. With a stable currency 
individual articles might fluctuate 
widely tn price, but a rise in some 
would be compensated by a fall 
in others, and the general cost of 
living would remain constant. A 
steady price level ensures justice 
in the fulfilment of obligations be- 
tween creditor and debtor, between 
employer and workman, ' between 
Exchequer and taxpayer. I think 
{t can’ hardly be disputed.that ' it 


would be-of inestimable advantage | 


if the pound always maintained the 
same. purchasing power, in other 
words if our internal price level re- 
mained constant.: Viewed in this 
light, could any standard have fail- 
ed more signally, than ‘has the, Gold 
Standard in recent years?

The passing of a “Tall Ship” always awakens 
pangs of regret to those who have sailed In her, and 
that was the case with me, when I read in your 
last Saturday's issue that the Union Castle Walmer 
Castle is about to be broken up, bought for a song 


to be torn to pieces, only 


to re-awaken, perhaps, in 


the bones of the very latest liner, 

So, perhaps a story of a voyage in this very 
same Walmer Castle, which { was fated to take dur- 
ing October and November, 1917, will not be with- 
out interest to your readers, 


“Liyht Duty” in India, 

I had gone out to India at the 
end of 1916 on what is called 
“Light duty.” In this particular 
case it consisted in being Mili- 
tary Secretary to the Governor of 
one of our Indian Provinces, The 
normal duties included the entire 
control and care of three Govern- 
ment, Houses, with their furni- 
ture and equipment. The man-

NEGLECTED BATTERY’S 
SHORT LIFE

APPLIANCES 


COMMON FORMS OF LEAKAGE 
WHICH BRING TROUBLE. 


Although many car manufactur- 
ers have effected improvements in 
the matter of rendering the battery 
reasonably accessible for mainten- 
vnee there are many instances 
where it is inaccessible and conse- 
quently does not receive 'the small 
amount of periodical attention that 
is desirable. A neglected battery 
will have a short life and so in- 
crense expenses. First in the mat- 
ter of buttery maintenance ig the 
necessity for keeping the electro 
lyte above the level of the plates, 
Distilled water should be added 
through the vents from time to time 
to keep the level fairly constant, 

only just sufficient water being add- 
ed to maintain the normal strength, 

On no account should acid be 
added by the owner. Should this 
at any time become necessary, it 
should be done at a battery service 
depot, as important tests are neces- 
sary when ‘adjusting the specific 
gravity ofthe electrolyte by adding 
acid. The state of charge of a bat- 
tery can beat be tested by a battery 
hydrometer. When fully charged 
the electrolyte will register a spe- 
cifie gravity of 1,280, or thereabouts 
and less in proportion as {t is dis- 


charged, 

As regards the internal conatruc- 
tion of a battery, such as the plates 
and separators, it is not possible 
for car owners to do anything, the 
aid of a battery service depot being 
essential. Fortunately these ser- 
vice depots are very numerous, and 
if a battery requires new plates they | © 
can be fitted in a matter of a few 
hours, special appliances being used 
for opening up a battery, fitting new 
plates and recharging at very mo- 
derate prices. 

A point of maintenance which the 
car owner can quite well attend to 
is keeping the exterior of the bat- 
tery clean and dry. Any deposi- 
tion of acid on top of the battery 
will inevitably cause a slow leak- 
uge of current. If this trouble be 
persistent the battery should be! 
sent to a service depot for examina. 
tion of the vents and glands. An- 
other point that the owner-driver 
can attend to is to clean off any 
corrosion from the connectors 
Many vad cases of corrosion occur 
on neglected batteries, and the} 
efficiency of the equipment, particu. 
larly the starter motor, {3 adversely 
affected, 


Removing Terminal Corrosion. 

To remove the corrosion the con- 
nectors should bo unscrewed and 
the green deposit thoroughly scrap- 
ed nway, a final clean up being! 
given with emery cloth. On replac- 
ing the connectors on to the pillara| 
of the battery a thick coating of 
vaseline should be applied. If a 
battery is prone to corrosion trouble 
the vaseline treatment will have to 
be repeated from time to time. It 
in quite Hkely that the insulation of 
the cables near the connectors will 
also be found in bad condition; if 
so, any damage should be covered 
with adhesive insulating tape ior 
rubber tape fixed with rubber solu- 
tion. It is most important that no 
cumaged part of the insulation 
should make @untact with any of 
the connecting bridges on top of tho 
buttery, and the cables should be 
carefully adjusted to prevent this 
happening and causing a short cir 


cult. if 


Attention to Dynamo. 1 


It may be taken as an indication |; 


that the dynamo is in good order 
xo long as it maintains its charg-' 
ing rate as shown by the ammeter.! 
Owing ‘to its solid and simple con- 

struction, the mechanism needs very | 
little routine attention, Every few 
thousands of miles the commutator 
should be cleaned through apertures 
which are made accessible by re- 
‘moving the inapection cover. With 
the machine running at a very low 

speed a clean piece of rag looped 
over a slip of wood should be in- 

serted and lightly pressed on to 
the revolving commutator, 

After a very long mileage new 
brushes will be required and re-

No attempt should. be made to 
také'a dynamo to pieces or to inter- 
fere with any of the connections; 
these are matters to which an elec- 
trical service depot shauld attend. 
Altering the output of the dynamo 
is not as a rule advisable, unless 
done at a service depot, although 
some car owners are competent ao 
to do, An Important point to keep 
in mind ia that.on many cars the 
ignition distributor is attached to 
the dynamo; consequently if this 
be removed the ignition timing will 
be upset. 


Methods For Tracing Shorts. 


Troubles with batteries are often 

of a very mysterious nature: A 
failure to hold the charge and rapid 
sulphation are symptoms that there 
is_a direct path somewhere for the 
current. It may flow very slowly, 
ie., there may be considerable’ re- 
80 sulphation 
Some suggestions for 
tracking down this trouble may 
itherefore be of service to the motor- 
ist.. 
A almple test will show whether 
or not current is “leaking.” With- 
out in any way disturbing the elec- 
trical connections to amps, 
awitches, starter, horn, dynamo, 
cut-out, etc.; take off one of the 
leads tothe battery by disconnect- 
ing it from the battery terminal. 

Then insert betiveen the lead 
(i.e. cable) and the terminal on the 
battery a voltmeter or ammeter and 
see if the needle swings. If it 
moves at all then there is current 
flowing and a “short” somewhere— 
the wire is touching some metal 
part which it ought not to touch, 

Next, go to the switch panel and 
trace the wire from the switch to 
the battery. Disconnect this from 
the switch and insert the ammeter 
to ascertain whether the current 
still passes. If it does then there | 
is probably a short in the switch| 
wire. If all switches are “off” then 
it ig obvious that the leak must be, 
between the battery and the awitch.! 
The lead from the battery to the} 
awitch should be carefully examin-; 
ed. It may be found to have fray- 
ed. 


A Common Form Of Leakage. 


Another common form of leakage 
which often gives us this battery 
trouble occurs when an electric 
horn is wired up, to the battery 
directly by a wire which is attach- 
ed to the battery terminal and is 
run to the horn, thence to the 
switch and then to earth, 


If this horn push is on the ateer- 
ing wheel the wire has to be led to 
the wheel and must move every 
time the wheel is moved. It even-
